Even if 
all I have time for is the Jumble puzzle 
and Beetle Bailey. 


Sure, we’re competing for advertising 
revenue with the Northwest Florida 
Daily News, and sometimes we end 


up running a press release or photo 
that appeared in their weekly version 
of Beachcomber. Oh, well, not the end 
of the world. 


A couple of my dogs have been 
featured in the local daily’s Pet of the 
Day, and it still puts a smile on my 
face (something few people have ever 
witnessed). 


They occasionally run columns by 
right wing nut job Pat Buchanan, 
who makes Ann Coulter look like a 
socialist. Some of the letters to the 
editor are even nuttier. 


I salute all the reporters—some 
of whom have been pounding the 
pavement for decades. I have a good 
relationship with a lot of them (on 
Twitter, anyway) and have nothing 
but respect for their hard and often 
unappreciated work.

The Ricochet Effect of Public 


Shaming Now on Full Display

I’m not sure | ever wore a dunce cap. But I remember 
them. They came to a point, like a Conehead, and 
teachers made you wear them if you did something 
stupid. 


I also remember “Go stand in the corner,” another 
form of student punishment. You could sense the 
eyes of your classmates on your back as you wiggled 
with the hot flush of embarrassment. Sometimes 
you stood there for an hour. At least it felt like an 
hour. 


These were ways, even for kids, to be publicly 
humiliated. If you trace the idea back, you'll find 
a time when we put people in stocks in the public 
square. The idea was if you shame someone in front 
of their peers, theyll think twice about repeating the 
offending behavior. 


Today, we are much more “enlightened.” We have 
no stocks. We would never make kids wear a 
dunce cap. Even standing in the corner is frowned 
upon. We are more sensitive to others. Bullying is 
a preeminent issue. Making people feel bad about 
who they are is taboo. 


So it intrigued me to watch the recent public 
shaming of Sarah Huckabee Sanders, the White 
House Press Secretary, who went to a restaurant 
called the Red Hen in Virginia and was asked to 
leave by the owner, who was offended by Sanders’ 
politics. 


We also recently saw a Congresswoman, Maxine 
Waters, exhorting her supporters at a rally in Los 
Angeles, telling them, “If you see anybody from that 
(Trump) Cabinet in a restaurant, in a department 
store, at a gasoline station, you get out and create 
a crowd...and you tell them they’re not welcome 
anymore, anywhere.” 


Public shaming. All that’s missing is the dunce cap. 
Except this time, the dumb behavior is from the 
people who think they’re being smart. 


“IT’S ON THE HOUSE” 

Deep down, even Donald Trump haters know that 
telling a customer you disagree with to get out of 
your restaurant—on principle—won’t win you any 
points. Our prickly history of telling those we don’t 
like that they can’t eat or drink in certain places 
should be enough to prohibit anyone from using 
similar behavior in 2018, no matter how righteous 
you think your cause may be. 


The owner of the Red Hen, Stephanie Wilkinson, was 
actually at home when Sanders and her party came 
into the restaurant. Wilkinson told the Washington 
Post that she drove down after her employees 
informed her, and she asked what they wanted her 
to do. She said that some of her staff is gay, and they 
didn’t like President Trump’s stance on transgender 
people in the military, which Sanders, in her job as 
press secretary, had defended. 


“T can ask her to leave,” Wilkinson said she offered 
her employees. “They said yes.” 


At that point, the Post reported, she went over to 
Sanders and asked for a private word. 


“I explained that the restaurant has certain 
standards that I feel it has to uphold, such as 
honesty and compassion and cooperation. I said, 
Td like you to leave.’ “ 


Sanders did not argue. She quickly departed. Her 
party followed, and reportedly offered to pay for the 
appetizers. The owner told them, “It’s on the house.” 


How gracious. No charge for throwing you out. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE COIN 

The fact that Wilkinson is being celebrated in 
certain corners as some kind of hero only shows you 
how deep into hypocrisy our angry divisions have 
thrown us. To use words like “honesty, compassion 
and cooperation” as reasons to evict someone shows 
a total lack of, well, honesty, compassion and 
cooperation. 


If we’re being “honest,” was Sanders the first person 
to sit in that restaurant who may have had anti- 
transgender feelings? Yet those people were served. 
And since it is in Virginia, was Sanders even the 
first member of the Trump administration to eat 
there? Maybe others less recognizable had already 
come and gone. 
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As for “compassion,” what compassion are you 
showing for someone who, for all you know, may 
struggle with certain elements of her job herself? 
What compassion are you showing in a country 
where the Supreme Court just ruled on gay 
customers being denied services in a cake shop, yet 
your gay staff members want you to refuse service 
to someone they don’t like? 


Nor is this about “cooperation.” It’s the opposite 
of cooperation. It’s about your feelings trumping 
everything else, include decorum, manners or 
common decency. Sanders didn’t murder anyone. She 
never physically harmed a member of the restaurant 
staff. She was simply on the other side of a political 
ideology. If that’s cause for eviction, our forefathers 
might never have sat in the same room together. 


YOU GET WHAT YOU GIVE 

Meanwhile, instead of criticizing the restaurant’s 
behavior, instead of invoking the Michelle Obama 
suggestion, “When they go low, we go high,” Waters, 
who as a congresswoman has an even greater 
responsibility to that principle, actually upped the 
ante. She called for public humiliation of every 
member of Trump’s cabinet. 


Think about the words she told her supporters to 
use: “You’re not welcome anymore, anywhere.” At a 
time when her biggest issues include immigration, 
racial injustice and LGBTQ rights, is that really a 
sentence she wants to invoke?

Now we’ve got 19 giant t-shirt shops where you can 
buy one shirt and get three free with sizes up to 6XL. 
And a free hermit crab. We have 10 corporate chain 
restaurants for every independent one. There are 
enough auto parts stores, car washes, and mattress 
outlets for a town 10 times our size. 


We were amazed when Delchamps opened in the 
Shores Shopping Center. Now we have grocery stores 
bumping into each other. We have enough pontoon 
boats and jet skis to form a naval armada. It wouldn’t 
be a particularly impressive squadron, but still. 


Destin doesn’t look much different than any sprawl- 
ing land of strip centers in Atlanta or Birmingham. 
We've got the same stores that you’d find on any in- 
terstate exit from Mobile to Memphis. 


It’s funny how age works. It might just be a number, 
but look at the numbers.

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As a disclaimer, I am old. So when I talk about “how 
thing were back then,” that’s just the way old people 
think sometimes.

It’s tough but simple. You can’t play dirty and 
complain about the other side playing dirty. You 
can’t show disrespect and claim you're being 
disrespected. Waters, on Friday, bemoaned having 
to cancel two events out of threats to her safety.

It’s Here! The Nation’s First 
Underwater Art Museum

The nation’s first permanent Underwater Museum 
of Art (UMA) has officially opened in the Gulf of 
Mexico off the coast of Grayton Beach State Park in 
South Walton. 


The UMA is the first presentation of the Cultural 
Arts Alliance of Walton County’s (CAA) Art In Public 
Spaces Program and was produced in collaboration 
with the South Walton Artificial Reef Association 
(SWARA). 


The purpose of the UMA is to create art that becomes 
marine habitat, expanding fishery populations and 
providing enhanced creative, cultural, economic and 
educational opportunities for the benefit, education 
and enjoyment of residents, students and visitors in 
South Walton. 


On June 25, seven sculptures became part of the 
inaugural UMA installation: “Propeller in Motion” 
by Marek Anthony, “Self-Portrait” by Justin Gaffrey, 
“The Grayt Pineapple” by Rachel Herring, “JYC’s 
Dream” by Kevin Reilly, “SWARA Skull” by Vince 
Tatum, “Concrete Rope Reef Spheres” by Evelyn 
Tickle and “Anamorphous Octopus” by Allison 
Wickey. 


Around 80 onlookers, including many of the artists 
and project partners, were on site to view the historic 
deployment. 


“After nearly two years of planning and fundraising, 
it was a surreal hour watching the artwork being 
lowered into the Gulf of Mexico,” says CAA executive 
director Jennifer Steele. “From the moment Allison 
Wickey, our board president, brought this idea to 
the table as a co-project with SWARA, we have been 
encouraged by the excitement from and support 
by our local community and the national and 
international interest it has received. 


“It has been a wonderfully challenging experience 
for the CAA to reach outside our comfort zone to 
make this vision a reality, and it could not have 
happened without our partnership with SWARA and 
contributions from Visit South Walton, the National 
Endowment for the Arts, The Alys Foundation, Visit 
Florida and all of the sculpture sponsors who wanted 
to be a part of this unique project.” 


The UMA was deployed with SWARA’s existing 
USACOA and FDEP permitted artificial reef project 
that includes nine nearshore reefs located within 
one nautical mile of the shore in approximately 50- 
60 feet of water. A one-acre permit patch of seabed 
off Grayton Beach State Park has been dedicated to 
the CAA for the purpose of a permanent underwater 
sculpture exhibit. The UMA patch will continue to be 
filled with several sculptures annually. 


“The perspective when viewing the sculptures in 
a marine environment is drastically different than 
when on land,” says SWARA board president Andy

McAlexander, who dove the UMA site right after the 
deployment took place. 


“The intent of the project was proven within an hour 
of deployment when we could see schools of bait 
fish swarming the structures, completely validating 
the entire effort. I have never been prouder to have 
had the privilege to work with such talented and 
visionary people in my life. This project has changed 
my perspective towards art.” 


Admission to the UMA is free. No ticket or reservation 
is required. However, there is a fee to enter Grayton 
Beach State Park. The UMA is only accessible in 
person as a dive location. Divers who wish to visit 
the site can take a dive boat .7 miles off the coast of 
Grayton Beach State Park. The coordinates for the 
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center sculpture (SWARA Skull) are Latitude N 30 
18.754 Longitude W 86 09.522. 


Out of respect for the art, boaters are asked to find the 
center location and then move away from the park to 
anchor in order to avoid damage to the artwork. 


Visit UMAFL.org for information about dive shops, 
tours and obtaining your certification while visiting 
South Walton. There will also be photos and videos 
of the sculptures online, which will be updated 
periodically, in order to document the marine growth 
on each sculpture.

The Betsy Badwater Story

“Everything that happens to me 
seems to be a long and interesting 
story. That’s my gift in life, is I get 
to live an interesting one.” And so 
begins the tale of Betsy Badwater, 
the Pensacola musician who has just 
released her tenth album. 


Ten albums in around 20 years is 
nothing to sneeze at, but Badwater 
downplays the importance. “I mean, 
I just learned how to play guitar 15 
years ago, but I was still doing music 
before that. I went to Florida State. I 
partied. I had a band. But it’s number 
10, and this one took me three years 
to make.” 


The recently released In Spades is a 
milestone for Badwater, who says, 
“This was the first one that we really 
knew what we were doing, and it was 
very deliberate. 


“We produced for television and film, 
and so it was very important to us to 
get the big atmospheric, rich, dense 
quality that would be good for a movie 
soundtrack. We let that drive how we 
were going to put everything together. 
And I say we—that we is me and 
Jordan Kimsey and Ben Lorio.” 


Kimsey makes up the other half of 
Badwater’s band while Lorio’s New 
Orleans-based Below Productions 
studio served as the primary backdrop 
for the album’s production. 


“One neat feature about this record 
is that Ben Lorio had to go out of 
town whenever I was supposed to 
do my final vocal,” says Badwater. 
“And I had already planned the time 
off work, so I hightail it over there to 
Orleans and he was like, ‘Oh my god, 
I got to go out of town, and it’s like 
this emergency.’ 


“So he gave me a crash course in 
ProTools, set me up a 1728 house, 
like from back when New Orleans was 
still France. I recorded all of my own 
vocals and edited them. I did all of 
that myself. It was so cool. It was one 
of my favorite memories of my whole 
life where I was actually getting to 
sit in this old-ass building and sing 
my heart out for a week and get the 
vocals for all of the songs done, with 
the exception of one. For it, we dida 
scratch track while I had pneumonia. 
My voice sounded crazy and we liked 
it so much, we actually kept the 
scratch track.” 
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Badwater is the daughter of primitive 
Baptist preachers, and gospel music 
was a constant growing up. “I started 
singing in church when I wasn’t 
even walking yet. Then I was making 
up songs whenever I was playing in 
the yard as a little kid. But I was 
about 12 when I started trying to 
deliberately write stories and songs 
and everything.” 


A few high school bands followed. 
Badwater’s primary instrument was 
the saxophone. The guitar wouldn’t 
make an appearance until years later. 


She found her way back to music 15 
years ago out of necessity. “I needed 
some money,” she says. 


“At the time I was the principal at 
Santa Rosa Juvenile Residential 
Facility. The wage that they paid me 
put me in a higher tax bracket than 
I was used to because I had been a 
schoolteacher for 10 years. So my first 
paycheck was like nothing. And we 
were down to our last box of macaroni 
and cheese, me and my little baby son. 


“I saw a sign that said Cash Prize for 
Karaoke. I looked at him—he’s this 
little toddler in his little car seat over 
there—and I was like, I’m going to 
go win that money for us, baby.’ So I 
dropped him off at the grandparents’ 
house and I went and I did a Patsy 
Cline song. And this fella came up to 
me and I don’t know if he was even 
affiliated with the place, but he handed 
me two $100 bills, and he said, ‘Get 
out of here.’ And I was like, I’m out. 
Thank you. Bye.’ That got us through.” 


It was enough to lead Badwater back 
to music. 


‘’m not a_ professional,” says 
Badwater. “I’m just feeling it out and 
whenever it feels good to me, then if it 
sticks Ill keep doing that. If it sounds 
dim, I’ll stop. Most of the time I try not 
to make too big of a mess of things.” 


There is another hat that has garnered 
Badwater an active following. She is a 
tattoo artist and owner of Sweet Betsy 
Tattoos. “During the process of getting 
tattooed by Andrew Trull, seeing my 
drawings and my ideas and stuff, he’s 
like, ‘Have you ever thought about 
tattooing for a living?’ And I laughed 
at him. I was like, Yeah, right, I’ve 
thought about it like I’ve thought 
about skydiving for a living. No one 
does this. You guys are some kind of 
weird, strange creature.’

“So it had been a year since Andrew 
had made that comment to me,” says 
Badwater. “And I was up there on tour 
and I was painting on this big giant 
canvas—this enormous multi-artist 
mural at Immortal Images Tattoo 
Studio in Charlotte, North Carolina, 
and Andrew was there. Everyone 
was asleep in the studio, and it was 
just the stroke of midnight. And this 
preacher came on the radio and he 
was saying, ‘Hey, man, I’ve got a hold 
of my future...’ So I woke up Andrew 
and was like, ‘Hey, let’s do it. Ill

learn to tattoo.” He moved down from 
Chicago to Pensacola and taught me 
how to tattoo. That’s what I’ve been 
doing ever since.” 


October will mark Badwater’s tenth 
year as a tattoo artist. Whatever 
Badwater goes after, she does it full 
force, constantly learning and growing 
as an artist.

It’s been almost one month since I was rear-ended 
and got my second concussion since February. 
I have had to learn so much about myself, brain 
trauma and how to manage life since then. 


To be perfectly honest, I’m pretty tired of talking 
about my head. I’m tired of saying phrases like “I’m 
sorry, but my head...” then explaining, “Yes, I had 
two concussions in four months, and the symptoms 
won't go away—it’s Post Concussive Syndrome.” Or 
having to admit, “That might be too much for me to 
try to do, blah, blah, blah...” 


I look normal. I can make it appear that everything 
is fine on social media, and then when I’m laid 
up for a few days, it’s confusing. I have started 
back playing a lot of my gigs, which in some ways 
is great—other moments, I feel really miserable 
and know its not the best thing to do. It’s a weird 
balance between not overdoing it and making sure 
you don’t just give up. 


I’m the one grimacing at shrill loud noises that 
sound normal and fine to everyone else in the room. 
I typically have no music or podcasts on while I 
drive because it takes full concentration to drive, 
and even low volume music uses a lot of brain 
energy. 


Everything feels delayed, like I’m in a fog, I see you, 
I hear you, but my reaction time is delayed. Some 
days the pressure is intense—it feels like my brain 
is about to explode through my eyeballs. 


Rainy days are worse. Dizziness and headaches are 
the norm, though some moments are better than 
others. My regimen of Motrin and caffeine to get me 
through has not seemed to help this time around. 
The doctor said that it is normal for the second 
concussion to be more intense. I could mask the 
symptoms before, but this one is less manageable. 
I’m hoping with time that I will get more consistent 
relief. 


I started easing back into a few gigs. It’s summer, the 
busiest time of the year, and I was missing it. Most 
of my gigs are low light, pretty laid back—just me 
and my guitar, so I hoped it could work. Some days 
are better than others. The other night I thought I 
wasn’t gonna make it through, but thankfully nine 
o’clock hit and I survived. 


I was excited to have my new baby nephew Jasper 
and his family make it out to a show. He is the 
little baby we were heading to the hospital to deliver 
when we got rear-ended. We are so thankful for his 
safe delivery and that he and his mama are healthy. 


I still haven’t been able to return to playing at 
church. We have a full band, but bass and drums 
of any kind are painful. 


I have been learning really great information and 
finding helpful explanations for me and the kids 
to understand. Tricks like “Time Over Task” where 
you plan to do short increments of an activity rather 
than complete the whole task at one time and risk 
neuro-fatigue. It’s frustrating for a personality like 
mine, but helpful. 


Even just learning that there is a name to go with 
my symptoms made me feel less crazy—wow, they 
get it! I literally cried when I stumbled upon some of 
the articles because it made me feel relieved to see 
there were explanations and people who understood 


my symptoms. 


I have been trying to enjoy summer as best I can. 
I have my paddleboard to help with relaxing, 
equilibrium, balance, etc. I could live on it, it’s so 
peaceful, but even that has to be done in very short 
spans. I’m afraid to fall and get hurt again so I’m 
super careful. I don’t want the kids to be laid up 
all summer just because I’m not 100 percent. I’m 
thankful for friends and family who have helped 
them do the things I can’t. 


I have chosen to not post every single update on 
social media because it’s quite a roller coaster and 
who wants all that depressingness? The doctor 
appointments, ridiculous insurance, and the legal 


stuff are all so annoying. I figure my blog posts are 
helpful to give the reality of what I’m still dealing 
with for anyone who kind of cares. 


I look forward to the day I can say “What 
concussions? I’m fully recovered!”

Fort Walton Beach: 


What Gareth Stearns Did

It’s my hometown, but it’s also a great town. There’s 
a lot of stories when you peel back the layers. 
- Joel Vetsch 


Gareth Stearns is the creator and administrator 
of Fort Walton Beach: What We Did, and he calls 
it “the most nostalgically addictive Facebook group 
this side of the Florida Panhandle.” What started 
out in 2009 as a simple way to share memories 
of growing up in his hometown has now grown to 
19,534 members with the 10-year anniversary just 
around the corner. 


Stearns came to Fort Walton Beach with his parents 
when he was just three months old. He grew up on 
Middle Drive in the Garniers Beach area. He visited 
his childhood home on the day of this interview and 
relished in the nostalgia the house brought back. 
His house was directly behind the Goofy Golf. 


“Goofy Golf is so special to me,” he says. “I used to 
go there a lot as a kid. Plus, golf balls always came 
over the fence into our backyard and I would hit 
them back over.” 


Stearns attended Ocean City Elementary, then Meigs 
Junior High, and graduated from Choctawhatchee 
High School in 1996. He went to Florida State 
University where he graduated in 2001 with a major 
in English and Creative Writing. FSU is where he 
met his wife Erin, who was from South Florida. 


“My wife and I decided that whoever got the first 
grownup job, that would be where we moved to,” 
says Stearns. She got a job in Greensboro, North 
Carolina in sales. He also got a job in sales, working 
in the field for about eight years. He then decided 
to go back to school to get his teaching degree in 
social studies, largely because of his expanded 
appreciation for local history acquired after the 
group began taking on a life of its own. 


Stearns started the 
Facebook group,” Fort 
Walton Beach: What We 
Did” in February 2009. “It 
was difficult at first. I had 
my own stuff to put on 
there, like yearbooks that 
I acquired and scanned. 
My hope was that as 
the group became larger 
people would share their 
memorabilia on the site.” 
After two months, Fort 
Walton Beach: What We 
Did had 500 members. 
Stearns became a collector 
of FWB memorabilia and 
searched eBay for more. 


“T like to think of the group 
as a metaphorical jigsaw 
puzzle that might never be

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completed, but it sure is exciting when a new ‘piece’ 
is discovered,” he says. Members of the group mail 
items to him and he scans them onto the site. “I am 
amazed that complete strangers mail things to me 
that they have held onto for years simply because 
they feel that is where it belongs.” 


On the Facebook group page, Stearns states: “Think 
of this group as a never-ending digital scrapbook. 
With more than 19,000 members, and with a 
searchable library of more than 20,000 vintage 
images of the area, FWB: WWD has become the 
definitive source on the entire Internet for all things 
related to the history of Fort Walton Beach, Florida, 
and its surrounding communities.” 


Threads on the page include where you lived growing 
up in FWB, where your first job was, businesses 
that are no longer around, and amusement parks on 
Okaloosa Island. There are pictures of now-defunct 
restaurants like The Sand Flea, June’s Dunes, and 
The Green Knight. Search and you will find pictures 
of a waterskiing team at the Cinco Bayou Bridge 
and photos of the Museum of the Sea and Indian. 
There’s also an FWB: WWD 
Nostalgic Videos page at 
Facebook.com/fwbwwd. 


Rick Stevens, a_ Fort 
Walton Beach resident and 
FWB: WWD member, says 
Stearns is “a digital dynamo. 
FWB: WWD is a closed 
group where no advertising 
is allowed, civility is 
maintained amongst the 
participants, and everyone 
just has a wonderful time 
looking at the old photos, 
videos, ideas and memories 
everyone is sharing here.” 


Stearns just finished his 
third year of teaching 
high school social studies 
outside of the state of 
Florida. He and his wife 
Erin have three children, 
and Stearns tries to get back to Fort Walton Beach 
often. His parents still reside here.

“The timing of social media becoming popular 
really helped the growth of FWB: WWD,” he says. 
“Someday I hope to self-publish a book about the 
history of FWB and the surrounding areas through 
artifacts and stories.” He also hopes to hit 20,000 
members by next February’s 10-year anniversary.

Food + Beverage > Just the Liquor Talking 


Offbeat Spirits 


By Bruce Collier 


Pisco, Arak, Shochu, Goldwasser and 
Zubrowka may sound like the name of 
an ethnically diverse law firm, but it’s 
actually a list of off-the-beaten-path 
spirits. They come from South America, 
the Mideast, Europe and Japan. I 
bought all but one in Florida (Destin 
and Jacksonville), and had to order one 
from New York. 


PISCO — La Caravedo (Peru) 
$24.99 for 750 ml 

80 proof (40% ABV) 

Pisco is Peruvian or Chilean brandy 
distilled from fermented grape juice. 
It was reportedly developed after 
the Spanish conquest of Peru, when 
Spaniards were looking for a local 
alternative to imported brandies from 
Spain. It’s distilled once, bottled at 
distilled proof (no dilution, as is done 
with whiskey), and must be aged in 
glass, stainless steel, or other material 
that doesn’t alter its physical, chemical 
or organic properties—no wood, 
specifically. 


La Caravedo (from Peru) is a puro, 
made from one single varietal grape 
(Quebranta). I chilled it and drank it 
neat. The nose is fresh, herbal, with 
oyster-brine on the finish. As it loses the 
chill, the grape juice moves forward, to 
a sweet, fresh grape smell, then prunes 
and slivovitz. Tasted straight, it’s musty, 
sweet, with green grapes, melon, and 
canned lychee. I also tried it in a Chilcano 
(with ginger ale) and the grapiness and 
spice worked well together. If you like 
fruit, Pisco offers a virtual orchard. 


ARAK - Razzouk (Lebanon) 
$27.99 for 750 ml 

100 proof (50% ABV) 

This Lebanese spirit is distilled from 
grapes. I tasted it neat and also with 
water. Water makes it cloudy, like watery 
milk. The nose is predominantly sweet 
anise. Neat it’s very hot, strong, dry, 
herbal, fiery. With water it’s softened, 
milder, more grassy, with a slight bitter 
grapefruit peel and fresh fennel, much 
more refreshing and drinkable. Arak 
and water is traditionally drunk with 
food—“meze”—flavorful snacks like 
olives, cheese, pickles, hummus, Greek 
and Mediterranean-Middle Eastern 
fare. It sharpens the appetite, and is an 
ideal balance for oily fish, seafood, and 
grilled tidbits. 


SHOCHU - 
(Japan) 

$26.99 for 750 ml 
48 proof (24% ABV) 

By some accounts, the Japanese 
consume more shochu than either sake

or whiskey. This lower-proof spirit 
can be distilled from sweet potatoes, 
buckwheat, sesame, rice, et al. 


Kaikouzu Imo is distilled from 84% 
sweet potato, 16% rice. I drank it 
straight, chilled from the refrigerator. 
The nose is similar to slivovitz or plum 
eau de vie. It’s smooth, low burn, with 
a slightly creamy texture and mouth 
feel. There’s a plummy (though dry) 
finish and lingering aftertaste. With 
more air, there’s a roasted-root or 
baked potato peel aroma, and a hint 
of lavender. Both flavor and aroma 
become more pronounced as it warms 
to room temperature. 


Danziger Goldwasser (Germany) 
$7.29 for 50 ml 

80 proof (40% ABV) 

Since 1598, Danziger Goldwasser has 
been a luxury drink of kings, popes, 
and emperors, including that epic 


carouser, Tsar Peter the Great. It was 
originally distilled in Danzig (now 
Gdansk, Poland) but now is distilled 
in Norten- Hardenberg, Germany. 


I have not been able to find out what 
makes up the spirit base, probably 
some grain. It’s colorless, with tiny 
flakes of 22-carat gold floating in 
it—hence its name and_ status. 
Gold was long believed to be good 
for health; modern science simply 
says that consuming small amounts 
won’t hurt. I tried this neat at room 
temperature. 


There was no scent at first, then 
cinnamon, but mild. It has a syrupy 
body, with cinnamon and anise 
flavor, sweet but not overly sweet. 
Cinnamon remains on the aftertaste, 
like pastry flavoring. The gold has no 
taste, though I made sure to consume 
all of it. Tsar Peter would want that. 
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orth a Try 


Zubrowka (Poland) 

$22.99 for 750 ml 

80 proof (40% ABV) 

This brand, called Zu, is rye vodka, 
infused with buffalo grass. I tasted it 
chilled from the fridge. The color is 
barely greenish-yellow, like very weak 
green tea. On the nose there’s cured, 
almost fermented  fruit—apples, 
golden raisins, sweet spice, rye, 
vanilla—and raisin bread. 


The taste is full and sweet at first, with 
a savory background. There’s sage, 
and herbes de Provence. It’s fruity, 
with a peppery hot bite that quickly 
subsides. The aftertaste is lingering, 
unsweetened green apple peel. The 
Poles like it mixed with apple juice. 


While not always available in American 
liquor stores, the above spirits are 
very popular in their home countries, 
and well worth seeking out and trying. 
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Fresh Local Beer with a 
Focus on Community

Sometimes you want to go where 
everybody knows your name 
And you’re always glad you came 


That lyric from the Cheers TV show 
theme song could double as the mantra 
of 3rd Planet Brewing in Niceville. “It’s 
a community atmosphere here,” says 
co-owner Tim McCool. “No TVs, no 
Wi-Fi, kid-friendly, dog-friendly, and 
food-friendly. We want people to come 
inside and communicate with each 
other.” 


McCool and co-owner Jason Doster are 
military veterans who met when they 
both worked in Washington, D.C. They 
discussed opening a brewery together 
and in July 2015 drove to Gainesville 
and bought a Sabco Brewer System. 
It was a 10-gallon pilot system that 
they used to try recipes on in their 
garage. The two spent nine months 
trying different recipes on family and 
friends and then expanded to tastings 
at festivals. 


In April 2016, McCool and Doster 
opened the first 3rd Planet Brewing on 
Partin Drive in Niceville. They opened 
with eight beers of their own on tap 
and six “guest taps” of local beers. 


Brian Detweiler has been the head 
brewer for two years. Francis Camosse 
has been with the brewery for two and 
a half years and is now the general 
manager of the 3rd Planet’s new 
location. John Emsing is the manager 
of the original location. 


Another major component of this 
group is Sue McCool, who is “the heart 
and soul of this place” according to 
husband Tim. 


3rd Planet’s second location in Niceville 
recently opened at 1400 E. John Sims 
Parkway in Niceville. The grand opening 
was held in June, and Camosse says 
it “felt like a big neighborhood get- 
together.” 


The new spot is known as_ the 
Mothership. “It’s such a fun place to 
work. It’s really nice to bring the craft 
beer experience to Niceville,” says 
Emsing. 


The original location, the Launchpad, 
is 800 square feet and had no room to 
expand. The Mothership, on the other 
hand, is about 2,000-3,000 square feet. 
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3rd Planet Brewing general manager Francis Camosse, co-owner Tim McCool, and head brewer Brian Detweiler. 


“At the Launchpad, we had the capacity 
to brew 480 gallons of beer a month,” 
says Detweiler. “At the Mothership, we 
can brew 900 gallons of beer a week. We 
also plan to test batches and ‘launch’ 
new beers at the Launchpad before 
bringing them over to the Mothership.” 


The most popular beer right now at 
3rd Planet Brewing is the Dank Side 
of the Moon, a juicy, aromatic IPA 
featuring Citra, Mosaic and Amarillo 
hops. Another popular beer on tap is 
the Blue Water Hefeweizen, a wheat 
brewed in the German style with more 
restrained citrus and spices. The Boggy 
Bayou Stout, a chocolate milk stout 
brewed in the English style, is also 
popular. 3rd Planet also serves Beer on 
Nitrogen, which has a creamy top and 
less carbonation. 
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“Our distributor is Vintage out 
of Destin,” says Mr. McCool. “We 
also have kegs such as Dank 
Side of the Moon and Blue Water 
Hefeweizen available, and special 
beers for special events through our 
distributor.” They also hopes to start 
canning their beer this fall with help 
from Destin Brewery. 


Patrons of both locations can have 
food delivered, pack a picnic, or 
purchase food from the food trucks 
parked at both locations. Trivia is 
held every Tuesday night and will 
switch back and forth between the 
two locations for the present time. 
In the future, there will be themed 
trivia nights several times a month, 
during which participants can win 
3rd Planet gift cards. 


There is live music at the Mothership 
and a running club that meets every 
Wednesday night. Private parties can 
also be held at the new location. Future 
plans include a 5K race, a cornhole 
tournament, and life-size foosball. 


“Our employees are phenomenal. Our 
service is fantastic, and our beers are 
great!” says Mr. McCool. 3rd Planet 
Brewing started with a passion for 
beer. Everything on tap is either a 
signature 3rd Planet beer or a beer 
sourced from other local breweries. 
They were recently named the Finest 
Craft Brewery on the Emerald Coast 
in the Northwest Florida Daily News 
readers’ poll.
